AUTOMATIC DELIVERY OF MAIL@ IN FLATS, 
The laloat improvement td be installed in the 
big oity npartmont hous-a is aa automatic mail 
delivery system. The apporatus is cuthorised 
by the Postwaster-Gonera!, and is taken under 
the’ oustody of the Government, so that the 
careless handling of mail by batlboys, clovator 
boys, balers or maida ja eliminated. . 

The postman leaves the mai! in the automatic 
éarrisr on tho ground floor, and by merely 
shutting the door electrical current, ia applied 
which operates ‘the apparatus, The mail ° js 
deliver. Phy this moana to looked boxes inside 
the apartments. . 

The device consiste of a straight up and down 
well, abont eighteen inches square, running the 
height of the Louse, and oontainiog an clevatin 
and loworing appuratus which takes up sn 
down. a steel tray with matal boxes. 

Electricity is usad to work. the lift, says the 
“ Architests’ and Builders’ Maguzine,” and the 
operation of this carrier with its boxea filled 
with mail takes lesa power than wil) rena small 
hot weathor fan, ‘I'he postman hus a key to the 
plate glass door snclosing the carrier, which, 
when opened, reveals three rows of small metal 
boxes, one box for oach apartment. The 
postman drops the mail according to the addrosa, 
closes the door, which locks itself, aud the 
osrrier starts upward sutomatically. — 

By asimple contrivance the boxes-are dropped 
off from the carrier at the apartments where 
they belong, and at the same time overturned, 
to that the mail falls out in the locked recap- 
tacle. insida the apartment. The antomatio 

carrier keeps on going up.until it roacbes the: 
top, when it dessends again, picking up the 
boxes ap it comes down. “he °o 

Tho device ia installed and now workivg in 
several of the new high olass apartment houses 
recently completed, and arrangements are 
being made for ita installation in some of 
the apartment houses which werd built before 
the apparatus wax invented.
